Jap Rockets 

Off and on in the Luzon battle the 
Japanese have used a 447-millimeter 
(17 inch) rocket which weighs about 
2000 pounds. It has been seen racing 
across the sky leaving a 150-foot plume 
of sparks. One rocket smashed into the 
side of a concrete building and de- 
molished : it; another tore the top off 
a large building. The weapon hasn't 
done much damage as it has been used 
infrequently. Many unused _ rockets 
have been found. Possibly the enemy 
has not had time to prepare launching 
sites. 

Weapons 

The Germans still hold superiority 
over us in types of tanks, jet-propulsion 
planes and robot bombs in use at the 
front. Their jet-propulsion planes are 
200 mph faster than anything we had 
on the European front up to March 1. 
Allied bombings inside Germany have 
prevented mass production’ of these 
weapons, the reason why we, and not 
the Germans, are winning the war. 

Lipstick Felony

felony in Tennessee. A bill introduced 
in the state senate says that courts are 
jammed with divorce cases because 
“married men are condemned by their 
wives upon arriving home with lipstick 
on their collars.” If the bill passes any 
woman caught wearing lipstick can be 
fined $10,000 and/or given 10 years in 
prison. ~

Curfew on radios is being considered 
by War Mobilizer James F. Byrnes. He 
and advisors think that after-midnight 
listening to radio programs uses up a lot 
of fuel and light in private homes; so 
they may ask all radio stations to get off 
the air at midnight. The thought is that 


late listeners will go to bed then, too. 
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No plans, yet, for owners of phono- 
graphs or stay-up readers.

World Religious News says that a 
questionnaire sent to 18,000 high school 
students in Virginia showed that 16,000 
could not name three prophets of the 
Old Testament; 12,000 could not name 
the four Gospels; and 10,000 could not 
name three of Christ’s disciples. 

Biggest Airliner 

A toppled-over 21-story building — 
that’s the wing span of one of the 15 
super-Clippers being built for Pan- 
American Airways by the Consolidated 
Vultee Corp. Their tires will be taller 
than a room. One of their tanks will 
hold more gas than an average motorist 
uses in 20 years. The super-Clippers 
will have luxurious accommodations for 
204 passengers, carry 7 tons of express. 
On upper decks will be huge lounges; 
on lower, paneled ‘staterooms, seats with 
built-in radios. Cruising speed: 310-plus 
mph. Range: 4,200 miles. Time from 
New York to London: nine hours. 


Churches Responsible? 

Barmaids outnumber coeds. Crim- 
inals are three times more numerous 
than college students. The nation has 
60 suicides every day, one murder every 
40 minutes, a major crime every 22 
seconds. For these facts, Dr. W. T. 
Clemens, executive secretary of the 
New York State Council of Churches, 
held the church partly responsible. 

“Seven out of eight children quit 
Sunday school and church before they 
are 15,” Clemens declared. “Eight times 
as many hours are spent at the movies 
as in Sunday school. Only one out of 12 
Americans attend church _ regularly. 
Such appalling conditions threaten the 
existence of the church and are a men- 
ace to democracy.”

“He Breathed on Them”

“And when he had said this, he 
breathed on them, and said unto them, 

First “breath” and 
then “tongues.” With- 
out this breath our 
tongues would fail. 
Our manifestation de- 
pends upon our in- 
spiration. What a 
beautiful connection 
this verse has with 
context. We read: 
“. . . as my Father 
hath sent me, even so send I you. And 
when He had said this, He breathed on 
them, and said unto them, receive ye 
the Holy Ghost; whose soever sins ye 
remit, they are remitted unto them; and 
whose soever sins ye retain, they are 
retained.” . 


Christ’s great redemptive mission was 
8 P 


‘a God-breathed one. The Spirit came, 


upon Him at the Jordan. Now that this 
mission is accomplished, Christ would 
send us out into the world even as the 
Father sent Him—full of the Holy 
Ghost. It is increasingly evident that 
the only soul-saving ministry that pro- 
duces conversion—remission of sins—is 
a Holy Ghost ministry which carries 
upon it this divine breath. If we are 
looking for results and spiritual au- 
thority, this is the way to it. 

Only Christ could say this. To give 
such a gift, to breathe such a breath is 
_ beyond the power of men or angels. It 
is more than any can do save God only. 
Today we can bid them only from Him 


to receive it, not from ourselves. The 


Spirit proceeds from Christ. This out- . 


ward act teaches visibly without what is 
invisibly done within. The breath was 
from His humanity the Spirit from His 
Deity. The breath rested upon ‘their 
bodies, the Spirit upon their souls. 

Inasmuch as the remission of sins 
came from-and by Christ, it certainly is 
fitting that He should have the dispens- 
ing of His own benefit and that the Re- 
mitter of sins (the blessed Agent of sal- 
vation, the Holy Spirit) proceed from 
Him also. Thus the complete work is 
agomplished. One by the blood from 
His veins, the other by the Spirit from 
His mouth. He bled the one and 
breathed the other. 
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There could be no greater likeness. 
Air is the most bodiless body there is. 
The Spirit gives life. Breath and life 
come together and go together. “God 
breathed into Adam and He become a 
living soul” Gen. 2:7. It is the Spirit 
that quickeneth. So it is the Spirit that 
speaketh. Dead men are dumb. That 
which we live by we also speak by. ‘The 
apostles were like trumpets or wind- 
instruments. The breath or wind had to 
be supplied. No breath on earth was 
able to so wind these instruments that 
their sound might be to all lands and 
heard to the uttermost parts of the 
earth. 

Sin came by an evil breath; and 
Christ’s breath, entering where the 
poisoned breath of Satan infected man, 
cures it. 

Breath like the figure of the dove 
speaks of gentleness. There is never 
violence in His work. It is this gentle 
breath of the Holy Spirit that quickens 
the heart and the warmth of His mov- 
ing that so surely dissolves sin. No such 
spiritual grace is ever so truly wrought 
by these earthly noise-makers that carry 
on so until they are out of breath. ‘They 
beat the air but they cannot’ pierce the 
heart. Job had so beautifully said: “Tt 
stood still, but I could not discern the 
form thereof: an image was before mine 
eyes, there was a silence, and I heard a 
voice saying” (Job 4:16). True, there 
is “the mighty wind” and “the fire.” 
The wind comes but at times, the breath 
is continual at all times. There isn’t a 


‘more feeble thing about man than his 


breath; and at the same time it supports 
all that man accomplishes. Without 
breath there would be no philosophers, 
orators, or statesmen. 

Now, let us look again at the “Breath- 
er.” It is important to see whose mouth 
it is. He it is who gives vigor and virtue 
to it. Sin cannot stand before the word 
of His mouth. This was the breath of 
His .resurrection, and so the breath of 
immortality. All the while He was 
mortal, He held His breath. Until it 
was more than so, He breathed it not, 
until it had in it the power and vigor of 
immortality which neither sin can en- 
dure—nor can the man of sin, for he 
shall be “consumed with the breath of 


His mouth.” There is no breath of ours 
that can thaw the hardened heart of sin. 
But when God acts! We read, “I scatter 
thy transgression as a mist, and make 
thy sins like a morning cloud to vanish 
away.” (Isa. 44:22). 

Christ can do it. He can inspire 
whom He will to do His work. “Thou 
shalt be as my mouth” (Jer. 15:19). 
This breath can never fail because it is 
immortal. Nothing can prevail against 
if. 

As the blessed Son of Man, He gave 
it to men. This wonderful inspiration 
is for men alone. Should an angel come 
to us as to Cornelius, he has not power 
to impart, he can but bid us “send to 
Joppa for Peter’—he hath it. Men have it 
and angels do not have it. Not only men, 
but simple and unfit men. “Now when 
they saw the boldness of Peter and John 
and perceived that they were unlearned 
and ignorant they marvelled, and they 
took knowledge of them that they had 
been with Jesus.” Nor were they coura- 
geous men. The breath of a damsel had 
frightened the best of them. And they 
had been sinful men by the evidence of 
their own confessions contained in the 
Gospels and the Epistles. Yet Christ 
breathed upon them at that very time 
when they were scarcely crept out of 
their sin, committed a few days before 
in so wretchedly forsaking Him, some 
more so than others, and after would 
scarcely believe He was risen. No in- 
adequacy shall make the power-of God 
of none effect. 

What a lovely parallel there is be- 
tween the Christ and His Father! God 
breathed into the clay and Adam be- 
came a living soul. God is the Author 
of natural life. The Son breathed into 
these inadequate fishermen the Holy 
Ghost and they became His witnesses. 
Christ is the Author of spiritual life. 

This breath penetrates. It goes where 
man’s word cannot go (Heb. 4:12). 
Man can fix all the outward “trappings” 
and create the “build-up” (Esther 6: 
8-11), but only God can endue the soul 
with the gifts and graces of the Spirit. It 
is not an endowed ministry that we need 
today, but an endued ministry. It is 
said of Saul that he was “changed into 
quite another man” after the Spirit 
came upon him (1 Sam. 10:6, 9-11). 
He was a new Saul. The Holy Spirit 
alone can rebuild and reshape. Without 
this breath we are but decorated “earthen 


” 


vessels” at the best! It produces a new 
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type of men who in turn create a new 
kind of living. 


In the ultimate, sin niust be met with. 
The battle must be joined. If sin shall 
ever truly be forsaken it must come of 
hatred and not of fear. And that will 
come by this breath of Christ piercing 
within or not at all. 


This beautiful passage finally shows 
that this holy, immortal resurrection 
breath comes from without and does 
not grow from within us. We receive 
it, we do not conceive it. This honor no 
man takes unto himself, or upon him- 
self, till it be given him. Thus it is un- 
like all worldly honor and magnifi- 
cence. We are the recipients. He is the 
Breather!

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Intreducing -- 


The Presbyter of the Redwood District 


Brother J. W. Belchar says that he 
first discovered America on April 23, 
1885, in a little log cabin in Coon Hol- 
low, Scioto County, Ohio. A member 
of a large family of nine children, he 
early had to help make the living on the 
farm; so was not able to attend school 
more than four months out of each year. 

He was converted and called to 
preach at the age of 19, and went to 
Otterbein College, Westerville, Ohio, 
to begin preparation for the ministry in 
the United Brethren Church. He served 
in pastoral and evangelistic work with 
that organization for 22 years. While 
attending college he met the young 
lady who, became Mrs. Belchar. 

In 1910 he was assigned his first pas- 
torate in Amanda, Ohio, where he 


served for four years. It was during an: 


evangelistic meeting about that time 
that Sister Belchar received the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, though neither of 
them knew anything about the experi- 
ence. Under the power of God for three 
days, she received an experience never 
to be forgotten. About eight months 
later he was healed of tuberculosis and 


filled with the Holy Ghost, in the fall - 


of 1913. He writes: 


“This was all brought about by heart 
hunger for the fullness of God, and 
reading such books as the biography of 
Chas. G. Finney. . . . We did not have 
anyone to tell us how, but with hungry 
_ hearts and in despair for the healing of 
my body, we went down before the 
Lord in our little home and stayed there 
until I was healed and filled with the 
Holy Ghost. . . . 


“After we received the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit, we remained in the 
U. B. Church for about 22 years and 
preached the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
and fire. I was the first of 78 preachers 
in our district to receive the baptism. . . .- 
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“In 1926 the Lord led us to Cali- 
fornia, and in 1927 I became the pastor 
of the First U. B. Church in Sacramento 
where we served for five years. While 
serving that church, there was a court- 
ship going on between us and the Pente- 
costal Assembly of God on 21st Street 
where W. R. Steelberg was pastor. It 
finally culminated with my becoming a 
full-fledged Assembly of God, Pente- 
costal preacher. . . .”. Much persecution 
and misunderstanding was undergone 
by Brother and Sister Belchar, from 
those of their former affiliation, but the 
Lord continued to bless their work 
among that people. 

Their first pastorate in the Assemblies 
of God was in Bethel Tabernacle, Oak- 
land, California, where they had a good 
ministry. From there they went to Ma- 
dera where they served the church for 
two years. After leaving Madera they 
engaged in evangelistic work for sev- 
eral months. He accepted the call to be 
the pastor of Highway Pentecostal ‘Tab- 
ernacle in Sunnyvale, where they re- 
mained for five years until they went to 
Eureka a few years ago. 

Still in Eureka, Brother Belchar is 
the Presbyter of the Redwood district. 
His interest in the development of the 
home missions program and work among 
the other ministers of that section are 
greatly appreciated, and he and Sister 
Belchar who has always worked side by 
side with her husband in his ministry, 
are loved by all. Brother Belchar also 
served the District as presbyter while in 
the Peninsula district and in the South 
San Joaquin district.

STUDIES IN DANIEL 


By J. Narver GorTNER 


STUDY X 
THE RAM AND THE ROUGH GOAT 
Chapter 8, Part I 


We have seen that the beast-vision of 
chapter seven corresponds with the 
image-vision of chapter two. Here the 
ram and he-goat symbolize two of the 
kingdoms symbolized by the beasts 
Daniel saw in the beast-vision, the two 
kingdoms symbolized in the image- 
vision by the breast and arms of silver 
(the Medo-Persian empire) and . the 
belly and thighs of brass (the Grecian 
empire of Alexander the Great). 

The question has been asked as to 
why the same prophecies are presented 
in different form or forms. Here are five 
reasons: 

1. In order that additional details 
may be given. 

2. In order that the truth set forth in 
them may be indelibly impressed upon 
minds and hearts. 

3. In order that their importance may 
be duly emphasized and appreciated. 

4. In order that after the fulfilment 
it may be seen that there can be no 
question as to what they referred to at 
the time they were given. 

5. In order that the coming events 
that are of sufficient importance to be 
the subject of prophecy may be viewed 
from various angles. For instance, Neb- 
uchadnezzar viewed Gentile world do- 
minion from the viewpoint of man, he 
being the sovereign of an earthly em- 
pire; whereas Daniel, being a prophet of 
God, saw the same world empires from 
the viewpoint of God. 

Not only in Daniel, but in other 
parts of the Bible, we see the same 
prophecies presented in different forms. 
This is especially true of the Messianic 


prophecies. So, in order to get a com- 


plete view ,of the prophetic picture, it 
is imperative that one familiarize him- 
self with all the prophecies. 


The first two verses of this chapter are 


to be regarded as introductory. ° Mark: 
the time and place. (1) The time. “The' 


third year of the reign of King Belshaz- 
zar.” ‘This was the last year of his reign. 
We have already noted the fact that at 
no time did he reign as sole king; he 
reigned conjointly with his father, 
Nabonidus. ‘This vision was seen by 


Daniel just a short time before the fall 
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of Babylon. (2) The place. “It came 


to pass, when I saw, that I was at Shu- 
shan in the palace, which is in the prov- 
ince of Elam.” The palace is now “a 
gloomy wilderness infested by . lions, 
hyenas, and other beasts of prey,’ a heap 
of ruins, “hillocks of earth and rubbish, 
covered with broken pieces of brick 
and colored tile.” But it was once a 
most important city in which the kings 
of Persia had their winter residence. 
What could Daniel have been doing 
there? He was never connected with 
the Medo-Persian empire until after the 
fall of Babylon; he was in Babylon at 
the time the city fell, and read for Bel- 
shazzar the handwriting on the wall. 
At this time Babylon had not yet fallen; 
Belshazzar was still king. I conclude 


that the war that resulted in the over- 


throw of Babylon by the Medo-Persian 
empire was then impending, and that 
Daniel had been dispatched to Shushan 
as a representative of the Babylonian 
empire to prevent if possible, by means 
of negotiations, that impending con- 
flict. This conclusion I find confirmed 


by the statement in verse 27, “Afterward. 


I rose up and did the king’s business.” 
Daniel may have been chosen to repre- 
sent the Babylonian empire in Shushan 
at this particular time for the reason 
that he was a Jew, and the queen in 
Shushan (Esther) a Jewess. Esther, 
having been the king’s consort for many 
years must now have had great influence 
at the royal court; her son, Cyrus, was 
now forty years of age, and was the 
commander of the armed forces, as well 
as heir-apparent to the throne. What 
better ambassador to Shushan could 
have been chosen? It must have ap- 
peared to the imperial heads of the gov- 
ernment in Babylon that he would be 
more likely to succeed in turning aside 
the purpose of the royal house of Medo- 
Persia to invade Babylon, or, failing in 
that, to at least postpone the conflict and 
give Babylon more time to prepare for 
the defense, than any other man who 
might be sent. As a representative of the 
Babylonian government Daniel appears 
to have been received by the imperial 
heads of the Medo-Persian empire and 


to have been housed in the royal resi- 
dence. If so, Daniel and Esther must 


have had some interesting conversations 


concerning the Jews, and God’s plans 


and prophecies concerning them; and 
it is doubtless true that they often prayed 
together. It may be that it was while 
they were praying together one day 
that Daniel had this vision. Possibly 
Daniel told Esther about the beast-vision 
and its significance, and then informed 
her that, while he had been dispatched 
by the Babylonian goyernment to Shu- 
shan to prevent, if possible, the impend- 


ing conflict, it was a foregone conclusion | 


that the conflict could not be averted, 
and that God had decreed that Babylon 
should be overthrown, and that, ac- 
cording to the divine schedule, Medo- 
Persia was the next great empire 
destined to bear rule over the earth; 
and if with the vision of this chapter he 
was favored while there in the palace, 
and he made known to the queen what 
God had thus revealed, and she apprised 
her royal husband of these facts, it is 
no wonder that immediately afterwards 
the armies of Medo-Persia marched 


against Babylon. The royal house of 


Medo-Persia was thus made confident — 


of success. If these conjectures are true, 
the visit of Babylon’s envoy to Shushan, 
instead of averting or postponing the im- 
pending conflict, hastened the prepara- 
tions for war that were doubtless already 
under way and confirmed the determi- 
nation of the royal house of Medo- 
Persia to prosecute it to a successful con- 
clusion. 
I. The Ram or Medo-Persia 


Verses 3,4. In the last clause of the 
preceding verse Daniel tells us that 
when he “saw in a vision” he “was by 
the river of Ulai.” Moffatt renders it, 
“In my vision I saw myself beside the 
river Ulai.” He was in Shushan, in 
person; not, as some of the commentators 
have imagined, in vision only, but in 
his vision he saw himself beside the river 
Ulai, and there, “before the river a ram 
which had two horns: and the two horns 
were high; but one was higher than the 
other, and the higher came up last. I 
saw the ram pushing westward, and 
northward, and southward; so that’ no 
beasts might stand before him, neither 
was there any that could deliver out of 
his hand; but he did according to his 
will, and became great.” Notice seven 
things that are here stated concerning 
this ram which expositors are a unit in

World Missions 


by the Superintendent i 


To the soul made deeply conscious 
that all men apart from thé grace of 
God are lost and that Christ died and 
rose and lives to save them eternally, 
there is something thrilling and roman- 
tic in the theme “World Missions.” ‘The 
implications are far reaching and won- 
derful—the highest Authority in the 
universe calling men to the greatest serv- 
ice in the world. 


Take, for instance, the dramatic mo: 


‘ment in the church at Antioch (Acts 


13), when the Holy Spirit said “Sep- 
arate me Barnabas and Saul for the work 
whereunto I have called them.”. Fancy 
the unspeakable awe occasioned by this 
new directive of the sovereign Spirit. 
These believers were accustomed to the

moving power of the unseen presence; 
but now the assembled saints are recog- 
nized as a great co-operative with the 
Holy Spirit as the Director. 


Let us linger a little over this color- 


ful story where Barnabas and Saul are 
called from the warmth of this early 
center of evangelism to the “regions 
beyond.” I marvel at the simplicity of 
the saints of those days. There was no 
questioning or “putting out fleeces,” no 
lengthy period for preparing’ and “out- 
fitting” these missionaries. ‘The response 
was wholehearted and immediate, both 
from the men who were called and the 
assembly that was called upon to “sep- 
arate” and “send” them. Little did this 
Gentile church realize the beautiful pre- 
cedent she was setting for all churches 
for all time. . 
Let us not suppose that this separa- 
tion was altogether delightful to this 
group of devoted disciples at Antioch. 


The good-byes were tearful and difficult, 
of course; yet there was willing sur- 
render of their best and most cherished 
leaders to the work for pioneering in 
strange and hostile regions. 

In preparing this brief paper on world 
missions, I shall endeavor to emphasize 
three things in order. 

1. The Need of the World 

It is nearly 2000 years since Jesus 
tasted death for every man, and rose. 
triumphant on the day we celebrate as 
Easter. Forty days later, He ascended 
up far above all principality and power 
after having charged His honored disci- 
ples to witness and preach the gospel 
to all the world. 

Volumes have been written concern- 
ing the exploits of the faithful. “Heroes 
of the faith in untold millions have 
hazarded their lives for the gospel’s 
sake, but the end is not yet. There is 
much unfinished business. Millions 
have never heard the story of redeem- 
ing love. A sin- darkened, war- weary, 
brokenhearted, disillusioned world is 
stretching empty groping hands toward 
the light of the world. Millions are 
starving for the Bread of Life. Shall we 
give them to eat? ‘They are dying. Shall 
we tell them of life. 

2. The Call “To Go” 

“Separate me Barnabas and Saul.” 
How definite and unmistakable the 
voice! I am not disposed to argue the 
point that a definite call to a specific 
field is always to be insisted upon, but 
I am concerned that the church should 
nestle so close to the bosom of Deity 
that His blessed voice can be heard, and 
definite directives can be issued by the 
blessed Spirit, instead of relying en- 
tirely on church councils and mission 


boards. 


There is no excuse for being so en- 
grossed with the affairs of this life, or 
even with the work of the church, that 
we become hard of hearing and insensi- 
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tive to the One sent along to guide and 
teach us. God called men! Let us hold 
to the ideal —“there was a man sent from 
God whose name was John.” While 
his mission was unique, his being called 
and sent from God was not. The twelve 
were called and sent, and so were the 
seventy, and so were Barnabas and Saul. 


My heart thrills with the spiritual 
truth that in this day when more and 
more humanistic ideals prevail in a 
reat part of the professing church, the 
blessed Holy Spirit still speaks to those 
who have ears to hear, and calls them 
from-home and church and native land 
to preach and teach the unsearchable 
riches of Christ. Whatever ecclesiastical 
bodies may do to dignify the ministry, 
here is the minister’s real honor. He is 
called, separated, anointed, and sent of 
God. Blessed be His name! “How 
beautiful are the feet of them that preach 
the gospel of peace, and bring glad tid- 
ings of good things.” 

3. The Call “To Send” 

We have already observed how Bar- 
nabas and Saul were called and “sent 
forth by the Holy Spirit,” but that is 
only part of the story. Reading care- 
fully we observe that the assembly was 
called to separate these men and “send 
them.” “And when they had fasted and 
prayed they laid their hands on them 
and sent them away.” This blessed fact 
should animate every member of the 
church of Christ. We are all involved 
in this world missions enterprise. ‘To a 
redeemed church the Lord committed 
the task of world evangelization. She 
alone has the remedy for the world’s 
disease —the gospel of Christ. God 
loved the world, gave His only begotten 
Son. Men must believe on Him to be 
saved. “But how can they believe on 
‘Him of Whom they have not heard, 
and how shall they hear without a 
preacher, and how can they preach ex- 
cept they be sent?” 

For every soldier at the front there are 
scores behind the lines producing and 
transporting supplies, and doing essen- 
tial things that never make the head- 
lines. Even so in this missionary war- 
fare. Oh, that every disciple of Christ 
could get the inspiration that his or her 
work is essential. .We are in this to- 
_ gether, preachers and people. We will 
succeed or fail together. Most Ameri- 
cans are ready to concede that it is a 
serious thing to impede the war effort 
by strikes or walkouts or any reason;

Faith in God, But Poor Church 
Attendance 

The Gallup Poll has released some 
sad but interesting statistics about church 
attendance and belief in God. Three 
questions were asked. (1) “Do you per- 
sonally believe in a God?” 96% said 
they did, 1% said they did not, and an- 
other 3% said they were undecided. 
(2) “Do you believe there is a life after 
death?” 76% said yes, 13% said no, and 
11% expressed themselves as undecided. 
(3) “Have you attended a religious 
service within the last four weeks?” 
58% of the questioned said they had, 
while 42% had not. 

There are very few atheists. Most 
people know that creation demands a 
Creator; they know there is a Supreme 
Being. The sad thing is, there are so 
few who really worship Him.

A pastoral letter protesting against 
activities of Protestant sects in Latin 
America has been issued to the Catholic 
clergy and the members of all dioceses 
in Argentina by the cardinal primate, 
archbishops and bishops. ‘The note ad- 
jures all Catholics against sending their 
children to Protestant schools, reading 
Protestant publications, and from con- 
tributing financially toward organiza- 
tions linked with Protestant activities. 

The letter declared the constitution 
grants religious freedom but this does 
not mean freedom to proselytize Cath- 
olics, asserting, “We have a right to op- 
pose this Protestant proselytizing cam- 
paign which mutilates Catholic unity in 
attempting to separate the Catholc 
church of a Catholic country from those 
who were baptized in that church.”

Faith is yielding to reason! He de- 
velops a critical disposition. 

Don’t let these young people drift 
from the church. These drifters become 
the religious derelicts and only a small 
per cent are ever brought back even 
through revival. , 

Evangelistic effort among adults is 
really an attempt to correct the church 
blunder in not holding its young people 
through the strategic teen age. 

There are numerous questions, for 
which adolescents require reasonable 
answers; but the-one that seems to be 
directed with the greatest force and the 
greatest hope of an illuminating answer, 
is: “If we can’t do this and we can’t 
do that — then what can we do?” 

They must be kept busy to be kept 
out of trouble or mischief,— or to be kept 
from “going out” to find the answer. 
For this reason Christian activity, and 
plenty of it, is a valuable key to the 
problems of adolescents. 


Our prayers for the evangelization of 
the world are but bitter irony so long 
as we only give our superfluity and then 
draw back before the sacrifice of our- 
selves.

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Studies in Daniel 
(Continued from page 6) 
1. The ram had two horns, symboliz- 
ing Media and Persia. These two na- 


tions which had been separate were 
united into one nation or kingdom. 


2. One of the horns was higher than 
the other. Persia was greater than 


Media. 


3. The higher one came up last. Persia 
rose to prominence after Media had be- 
come great, and then exceeded Media in 
greatness. 


4. The ram was seen pushing west- 
ward, and northward, and southward. 
Extending its conquests in these direc- 
tions. Persia lay eastward from Media, 
and the conquests of the empire were 
not extended eastward beyond Persia. 


5. The power of the ram was irresist- 


ible. “No beasts might stand before it, ° 


neither was there any. that could deliver 
out of his hand,” or, in other words, the 
nations that attempted to resist the in- 
vader were not able to do so with suc- 
cess, and no nation was able to deliver 
a conquered country out of the hand of 
the conqueror. This condition con- 
tinued; of course, only so long as it was 
ordained in the plan of God that the 


Medo-Persian empire should endure. 


6. The ram did according to his will. 
The empire was not dominated by any 
other power, and pursued its course ac- 
cording to the will of its rulers. 


7. It became great. The empire rose 
to such prominence, to such greatness 
among the empires of the earth, that it 
was without a rival; it became in the 
truest sense of the word a world empire. 

Il. The He-Goat or Grecia 

Verse 5. “And as I was considering, 
behold an he-goat came from the west 
on the face of the whole earth, and 
touched not the ground.” ‘The goat was 
the acknowledged symbol of Macedonia, 
as is the eagle of the United States, the 
lion of Great Britain, the bear of Russia, 
and the dragon of China. It is said that 
figures of a goat with a single horn are 
found on Macedonian monuments. It 
was from the west that Grecia came. 
The expression, “touched not the 
ground,” indicated that the armies of 
this rising power would move with re- 
markable rapidity. This empire was 
symbolized by the “beast like a leopard” 
in the beast-vision of the preceding chap- 
ter, and it will-be recalled that the leop- 
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ard “had upon the back of it four 
wings of a fowl,” symbolizing celerity of 
movement. 


Ill. The Notable Horn or Alexander 
Verses 5-8. “And the goat had a not- 


able horn (Moffatt says conspicuous 
horn between his eyes.” That this horn 
symbolized Alexander, commonly called 
Alexander the Great, there can be no 
question. All interpreters with whose 
interpretations [| am acquainted, so 
teach. Says Dr. John Cumming, “The 
he-goat is plainly explained in the chap- 
ter to be the Macedonian power; his 
‘pushing’ (as it is stated in verse 4) 
‘westward, northward, and southward,’ 
denotes his conquests, his advancing 
and irresistible might. The notable horn 
that starts up between the eyes of the 
goat might shortly be shown to be, what 
it may be indisputably proved, Alex- 
ander the Great, by whom the Persian 
ram was destroyed, and by whose de- 
struction immense addition was made 
to his own empire. This victorious prog- 
ress of Alexander is matter of history; 
it is not matter of conjecture from 
prophecy, but matter of historical fact.” 
Read in any good ancient history the 
story of the conquests of Alexander. No 
one can read the account of the battle 
of Issus, and that of the famous battle 
of Arbela, which was fought later, with- 
out seeing that Daniel had beforehand, 
in this remarkable vision, a foreview of 
what God had foreseen, would: take 
place. The ram had possessed great 
power, “so that no beast could stand be- 
fore him, neither was there any that 
could deliver out of his hand,” but now 
he found in the he-goat one whose 
power he was not able to match and be- 
fore which he was compelled to yield. 
None had been able to deliver the na- 
tions that were overrun by Medo-Persia 


-out of the hands of that victorious power, 


and now, “there was none that could 
deliver the ram,” or Medo-Persia, out of 
the hands of Alexander. The remark- 
able successes that were achieved by 
Alexander with a comparatively small 
army, over the vast hordes that were as- 
sembled to resist his invasion of Asia, 
are among the marvels of history. Those 


who would read of thrilling episodes 


and who like to be entertained by strange 
tales that are of such a nature as to be 
well-nigh unbelievable need not. re- 
sort to works of fiction; let them turn to 
the pages of history, and they will find 
that “fact is stranger than fiction.” 


Napoleon asserted that God is on the 
side of the strongest battalions, but it 
has been demonstrated a thousand times 
that this is not true. The armies of 
Alexander were small, but well dis- 
ciplined, and their commander was one 
of the greatest military leaders the world 
has ever known. In no battle in which 
he engaged did he suffer defeat; victory 
always perched upon his banners, and 
had he had the same victory over his 
evil passions that he had over his enemies 
upon the field of conflict he would have 
been one of the greatest of men. Alas! 
Although there was no earthly power 
that was able to master him, he was ° 
overcome by his own evil nature, and 
he died as the result of a drunken brawl 
at the early age of thirty-two.
